WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY ON 
THE MARNE, July 21.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press. The French and Ameri- 
cans have broken through the German 
lines northwest of Chateau Thierry. 

Chateau Thierry was evacuated dur- 
ing the night, the French and Ameri- 
can troops passing through the town 
shortly after dawn on the trail of tho 
retreating Germans: 

Almost simultaneously, the French 
and Americans moved ‘forward the 
southern part of their line, extending 
north and west from Chateau Thierry 
until a correction of thé entire line 
from Soissons and southward of that 
point had ben effected—an even ad- 
vance of something more than seven 


miles. 

Retreat Nearly Cut Off. 
The armies of the Crown Prince 
were retreating tonight while the al- 
lied forces of Gen. Foch harrassed 
their rear and continued their smash 
ing drive along the German right flank. 
It is expected that if the Germans. 
succeed in extricating themselves it 
will be only at the cost of large num- 
bers of men and of material and sup- 
plies. 
Germany has already paid a terrible 
price in the fighting that is going on 
between Soissons and Chateau Thierry. 
The advancing allied forces have 
passed great piles of dead and many 
wounded. The sufferers are cared for 
expeditiously and well and the allied 
forces are displaying a fine spirit of co- 
operation.

A fog bank lying four miles off shore

that sank the armored cruiser San 
Diego off Fire Island, N. Y., last Fri- 
day with a possible loss of sixty-two 
lives. 

Most officials still held to the theory 
that a mine had destroyed the cruiser. 
In their opinion the submarine strewed 
mines in the Transatlantic ship lane 
east of New York in the hope of de- 
stroying transports bound to Europe 
with American troops.
